Pilots Killed In 
Midwestern Crash 


Four arm y pilots w ere officially 
listed as killed and seven more, 
listed only as missing, w ere be­ 
lieved dead, as result of tw o air­ 
plane t r a g e d i e s n ear Palm 
Springs to the past week. 
In addition, three pilots, sta­ 
tioned a t the arm y air base here, 
lost th e ir lives ini a crash in K an­ 
sas. 
The greatest loss of life occur­ 
red in a collision betw een two B- 
24 bom bers from M arch Field, ten 
miles northeast of P alm Springs, 
on Ju ly 4. 


ONE PLAN E CRASHES 


One of the planes crashed and 
burned, only one m an escaping 
alive. 
T he other was 
brought 
lim ping in to the Palm Springs 
air base by its pilot, 2nd. Lt. Ger­ 
ald H. Solheld of Cicero, 111., and 
co-pilot Edwin H. D arland of San 
Jose. 
Seven mem bers of th e crew 
took to th eir parachutes and land­ 
ed safely on the desert floor. All 
w ere rounded up and brought to 
the po rt th at night. 


ONLY ONE ESCAPES

only one m an escaped, 2nd Lt. 
G eorge E. Smallwood, who was 
throw n from the plane by the 
im pact of the collision and came 
safely dow n in his parachute.
